Ribbons Presented by the Cznr to llie Alex- 
ander Kegiaient Formally 
Affixed. 

Beki.in, Feb. 4. — The cereraoiiv of fix- 
ing the ribbons sent by the Czar to tho 
standards of the Alexander regiment, of 
which he ia honorary colonel, occurred 
in the Lust Garden to-day. Emperor 
William, the officers of the retrircent, 
and His Majesty's stall' rode down the 
front of the battalions whicli were after- 
wards drawn up into a Btjuare. "When 
all was ready, the ribbons, red, white 
tind blue, were attaciied to red ftnbroid- 
ered imperial iiionof^raiiis, bearing the 
date of ISi)}, and a white imperinl 
double eagle, with the date of 1S9(J. After 
tlie presentation of an address by Colonel 
Nepokeishitski, the Czar'a presentation, 
tlie comnuinder of the reginaent thanked 
liiui, and called for chi.'ers for the Czar, 
march past terminated the ceremonies 
which were followed by a luncheon at 
wliicli the Emperor in toaBting the Czur

THE MULTE-MURDEKER. 

He Says None of the Men Were Killed by 
Him— Another Clue. 

San Francisco, Fob. 4. — Butler, the 

Aiiatralian mnrderer, yesterday divulged 
Llie nature of liia defense. He professed 
to bo anxious to return at once to Aus- 
tralia, although his attorneys ;\re put- 
ting every legal ol)stacle in the way of 
extradition. He says he can easily show 
that in tlie prospectiue camp with hiui- 
eelf and Weller wa4 a third miner, whom 
Butler charges with being the real mur- 
derer. He says none of the murdered 
men were killed by liini or hy hia pistol. 
He rffuses, liowever, to give the name 
of the accused partner. 

Tlu; nuilti-murdtMer inuintaiiis liis at- 
titude of cynical iiidiU'ereiu'e, rcitei-iitiiig 
that his arrest is all " totuuiy rot." In 
appearance he is not unlike lloln.t^s, 
and has also something likt; the o.xjirea- 
aion of Koe, liic Napa iniirdercr. Tiie 
police now Ijolievu lJutk-r tuld the truth 
when he said his real nauK) was Hicliard 
Ashe. iVt least, that was the iiaiue by 
which lie was known when he was here 
four years ago. Aa .-Vabu he was 
a suspected murderer when ho de- 
sorted from the ship Star of Rnsaia, in 
18'.)1, being accusrd of the murder of an 
Italian named Napoli. The police be- 
lieve tliat as Ashe he Bailed in 1803 on 
the British ship Olivebaiik, now due 
liere from Newcastle, .■\u8tralia. Aalio 
or Butler tried to start a iinitiny on the 
Star of Russia, and also gave trouble, if 
ho is the sailor with whose liistory be la 
connected, on the Glivebank, 

The police are aalisfied too, that Butler 
is the murderer of Harwood, the Aus- 
tralian mineralogist, wliose certificatos 
as an asaayer were found in Btttler'a 
posBesaion. It is now thought Butler 
liimsolf never stuilied assaying, but he 
aimply appropriated the certilicates 
he did everything else belonging to 
successive victims. 

What may be evidence of aiiotlier 
murder comniittetl by Butler came to 
light last night, when a yoiang woman 
called at the police station with a story 
that will keep the police biisv far soine 
time to prove or disprove. The young 
woman said slie'was the daturhler of 
James r. j)i.\on and had arrived here 
three months ago from AiiBtralia, leav- 
ing her father then}. .She has not heard 
from him since, and alarmed by the 
stories of the crimes perjietraled by 
Butler, she called at the police station 
to make inquiry. This immediately set 
the ofiicers to work, and startling evi- 
dence was produced. Severp.l shirts 
marked .Tamss P. Dixon were foitnd 
among hia ellects, and the police and 
tlie young womin believe that the shirts 
belong to the latter's father, wlio hiia 
met death at Butler'sv hands, The 
young woman thinks ii sUei-'Ihas uome 
sliirts in her po88e88ion'--^hearing her 
father's marlc, and will: compare them 
with the shirts found in Butler's pos&es- 
aion.

A special dispatch from Bangkok says 
that 'eerious complications have arisen 
between the Siamese government and 
the United States and German minis- 
ters. Tli'e dispatches add that the U.S-. 
cruiser Detroit is expected to join the 
U.S. gunboat Maehias, which is now in 
those waters, to support the U,S, vcsi- 
dent miniater and Consul General Mr- 
John Barrett, in protecting American in- 
terests in the dispute arising from the 
iisaatjlt, made upon Mr. I'^dward Barrett 
by sjldiers, who fired upon him and 
w'oiiiided him. The German minister ia 
said to regard as unsatisfactory the pub- 
lic apology lor the unprovoked assault 
made upon him belore he was rescued 
hy an American, Mr. rilltchell. An Aus- 
trian cruiser has arrived at Baukok un- 
expectedly' in connection with the mur- 
der of an Austrian in the interior, and 
French, British and German gunboats 
are expected there immediately. • 

The French chamber of deputies to- 
day adopted the sugar liill after a scene 
arising from tlie discussion of INL Bois- 
ser'e demand that only refiners em- 
ploviugTO percent, of Frenchmen should 
receive bouutica. M. Meline, the pre- 
mier, in o|)posing the amendment con- 
demned erii;ici8iii reproaching the Social- 
ists witili " |)ursuiug the work of tlire 
deatruelion. The Premier was re- 
petitedlv and violently interrupted hy 
the Socialist deputies, liut the amend- 
raeatwaa finally rejetitod by ;i vole of 
Itil to 166. 



DEFEATS OP INSUliGENlS. 

Movements of the Captain-General — His 
Presence Has an Inspiring Effect on 
Spanisb Sympathizers. 

H.^vANA, Feb. 4. — .-Vdvices received 
here from Villa Clara, capital of the 
province of Sauta Clara, to-day says that 
Captain-General Weyler on hia arrival 
y(;sterday was received by the authori- 
ties and crowds of people. The city was 
haiidsoiiielv decorated for the occasion, 
and the Captain-General was present 
uter at a review of the jgarrison. The 
■oldierB acclaimed him With cnthnsiasm 
and it is stated that the Spa|ii8h 
cominaiider's presence at Villa Clara 
raised the pul)lic sjiirit considerably. 
Siuci' tlie ciiptiiiu-geiieral entered the 
province of .'^anta Clara ti e column of 
troojia tuuler his command haa had bcy- 

al skirmishes with the insurgents, and 
from Cruce.s to Villa Clara the number 
of these eiigugeiuents incfeasod. One 
baiul of the enemy approachetl near 
enough to the column at Rio Sagua to 
lire into the captain-general's camp, hut 
the insurgents were dispersed by a siiuad- 
ron ol the Pavla regiment. 

General Gasco, in command of an ad- 
vancQ guard, dispersed another group 
of insurgents at Queinado Hiiaree, near 
the River Sagua. The-troops composing 
the garrison of Tanaina, proviueo of San- 
tiago deCuba, have beeu engaged with 
the insurgents at Dolorita. They cap- 
lured an insurgent camp and continu- 
ing the pursuit, engaged the enemy 
several times. The govenniient forces 
had live men killeil and lil wnuiideti. 
Later, the same forces, acting with the 
gunboat Pinsion, at 15radera8, wliere the 
column was reinforced by a detachment 
of marines, landed for the purjiose, com- 
pletely diapersed the insurgonta iu that 
vicinitv. Tlio enemy lost over sixty 
men. On the govrernment side a lieu- 
tenant of marineB.and two soldiers were 
wounded, in addition to.one man killed.

Washington, Feb. 4.— During the 
quarter ending December 31, ISitd, the 
total number of yesaels of all descrip- 
tions which were .constructed in the 
United States was 168, of n total gross 
tonnage of 38,4()5.24. Of these lOV were 
steam and (11 sailing vessels.- >^Fhia is a 
poor showing aa compared with the 
previous quarter, which ended on Sep- 
tember 30, 1890, y/hen 21(1 vessels, of a 
total gross tonnage of 77,077,17, were 
built.

Republican Members of the Ways and Means 
Committee Adopt McKinley's Agri- 
cultural Schedule. 

Buffalo, I'"eb. 4. — A dispatch to the 
Commercial from Washington this after- 
noon saya the Republican members of 
the ways and means committee at a 
secret session held this morning practi- 
cally readopted the agricultural schedule 
of the old McKinley taritl'. This includes 
salt, vegetables, meats, meat extracts, 
fruits, eggs, poultry, potatoes and hops. 
The JIcKinley rate of ;!0 cents a bushel 
on barley was also restored as a protec- 
tion against imports from Canada in 
spite of the protests of the Oswego malt- 
sters, who prefer the Canadian barley 
for its superior qualities in the manufac- 
ture of malted liquors.

His Uncalled for Depreciation of Canadian 
Mining Interests, 

:\IoNTiti;Af,, Feb. 4.— (Special)— Dr. 
Selwyn, formerly director of the geologi- 
cal survey of Canada, created some sen- 
sation in the mining convention to-day 

by saving that Canada would never be a 
successful mining country, British 
Columbia, he said, would not 
produce as muidi gold in tlie com- 
ing thirty years aa in thu past. Tliuidea 
that Canada was ;i rich luiiiing country 
was a fallacy, ami it was in the last de- 
gree unlikely that Cantida wouUl over 
equal the smallest province of Australia 
as a t-'old producer, llie remarks were 
severely criticized by the mining experts 
present.

,St. .Iohn's, Nlld., Feb. L— (Special)— 
Great distress continues in the Fortune 
Hay district, owing to the failure of the 
herring liahery.

Bolutelv dedtitiile. A similar condition 
of things also exists here. A mob of ua- 
umployed visited the government ollices, 
demanding work and representing them- 
selves as starving. Soup-kitchens are 
being started by charitable organiza- 
tions.

cember, IS!) t. Tlie government refused 
to pay the full amount on the grounds 
that the charges were excessive and re- 
mitted i|;7,233 to the firm. Messrs. 
Gourden <k, Keath demanded the full 
amount of the bill. The latter brought 
suit against Her Majesty the Ciueen in ' 
the Exc.hequer Court of Canada. The 
case will be brought tci trial after the 
commission, wliich is now securing evi- 
dence, lias ro])orted. The commieaion ia 
visiting many of the oldest cities for the 
purpose cf luiving the hill aubmitted to 
mulerttikcrs for their estimate on the 
cost of the articlea furniahed at the fun- 
eral and tlie value of the services ren- 
dered.

Grasi) Forks, B.C., Feb. 1.— (Special)— 

As the winter seiiaou gTaduiiUy pusses 
away a biiglit fuluro begins to dawn lor all 
parts of this great mineral belt in Soutliern 
British CoJiaittbla. Giand Porks is, topo- 
grapliicnlly considered, tlio centre of all tliis 
section of the countiy, eovering a radius of 
several hundred siiuiire miles, and from 
here naturally ratliates all interest to this 
particular part of the province. 3Ien of 
J^nowledge, ii Uuence and re liability have 
traversed this section over tlioroughly for 
the past year, and in every instance they 
pronounced this to be the grojitost mining 
ref;i(iii upon the face of the earth, not only 
for its inunen.sity of mineral, hat as a Very 
desirable country to mine in, having at 
its inunediate disposal all the necessary re-

A Poor Rule That Won't Work Both Ways 
—A Few Pointers to Americans. 

WiNusoit, Out,, Fed. ?,. — William Mc- 
Gregor, M.P., referring to-day to the 
Corliss immigration bill said: "We 
are too near to be apart and 
we want only friendly relations. 
But we can retaliate. The greater 
part of the wealth of tliia dLstriet 
is taken to Detroit. People of 
Essex county, Windsor, Walker- 
villo and Sandwich purchase more in 
Detroit than in Windsor, but such regu- 
lation can bo enforced to stop Canadians 
imrcliasiiig goods in Detroit.

ALASKA'S GOLD FIELDS. 

Prof. Walcott Describes Their Iiimiensity 
and Asks for a More Complete 
Examination. 

WAsniKSToif, Bab.' 4,— The secretary 
of the interior has sent to the senate a 
report by Prof. 0. D. Walcott, director 
of the geological survey, of an explor- 
ation of the Alaska gold fields made last 
summer by a party sent out by the 
bureau. 

" Suflicient data," Prof. Walcott says, 
" were secured to establish the jireaence 
ot a gold bolt dOO miles in length in 
Alaska, which enters tho territory 
near the mouth of Forty-Mile creek, 
and extends westward across the 
Yukon valley at .the lower raiu- 
parta. It is known that' the gold 
belt extends eastward for a considerable 
distance into the British poBsessions. 
There can bo little, if any, dispute, how- 
ever, as to the position of the boundary 
line where it creases the belt" Tho dis- 
puted line is from Mount St. Elias south 
to the head of I^rtland channel." Prof. 
Walcott asks for an appropriation of 
!i;20,000 to enable a more complete ex- 
ammatioD being made.

ROSSLAND. 
(I'rom tlie Rossliiiul Keconi.) 

J. L. Parker has returned from Wild 
Plorae creek. On the Parker group, 
property of the Dundee Gold Mining 
Company, the shaft is down 32 feet, 
with three feet of ore in the bottom. It 
is (piartz carrying gold, silver, lead and 
iron, and assayed $2:3 in gold and two 
ounces silver. 

The workmen in the St. Paul tunnel 
recently struck a ledge of white ipiartJi 
whicli assayed $10 in gold. Tliis lead was 
not on the jirogrmme as the tunnel had 
been run to tap the main ledge at a dis- 
tanc(^ of 250 feet. The St. Paul is on 
the northwest slope of Deer Park moun- 
tain and lies south of ttie San Francisco 
and Mariposa, t. 

KASLO. 
(From the Kootcnaian.) 

One of the largest checks probably 
ever paid for a single shipment of ore 
from a Kootenay mine was paid on Mon- 
day last by the Kootenay Ore Company 
at Kaslo to llie Goodenouch. The ship- 
ment consisted of about 4l2 tons of ore, 
which assayed 524.8 ounces in silver to 
tlie ton, and was worth after deducting 
all charges for sampling, smelting, 
fri'iglit aiul duty very nearly fourteen 
thousand dollars. This lot of ore, for 
instance, within three or four days of 
leaving the mine, was sampled in the 
presence of the owners, thus assuring 
them of the completeness and accuracy 
of the methods adopted. It was aueayed 
and the returns having been sabmitted 
to the owners and found satisfactory the 
ore was purchased and paid for in cash 
at Kaslo and the sacks returned to the 
mine on the samedav. 

The Silver Bell, oii South Fork, was 
sold last night to Frank C. Loring of 
Spokane.

MINING IN WEST KOOTiiiY.' 

C. D.'jRandi'Tells of thef-Immense Growth 
of the Last Few Months. 

Se.^tti.k, Feb. 4,— C. D. Rand, of 
Sandon, B.C., a prominent British 
Columbia real estate and mining broker 
who is at present here, said in his in- 
terview that Saudun, his present home, 
is the centre of the Slocan mining dis- 
trict, and has increased in population 
from 6U0 last August to 1,500, and Mr. 
Rand predicts a much further increase 
this year. He says the outlook for the 
eummeriB more than ipromiaing, and 
that there will be a rush of investors. 

Speaking of the greatly increased pro- 
duction of the Slocan district he said:' 

" The value of ore shipped from the 
West Kootenay district in January, 1S9G, 
according to customs returns, was $MG,- 
000, while in January, 1807, exclusive of 
the last week's returns, from Revel- 
stoke, the total was .$7-17,000. Of this, 
nearly all was from forty-aeven mines in 
Slocan, only a comparatively small pro- 
portion being trom RosBland. The num- 
ber of shipping mines in Slocan is forty- 
seven, and will be increased this year to 
Boventy-fivo. 

" Around Sandon the Payne has come 
to the front, and is claimed to be the 
heaviest shipper in the district. The 
shipments from December 1 to February 
1 were 1,U40 tons, from which the esti- 
mated profit will not be less than .$155,- 
000, and it is estimated that the ship- 
ments from this mine alone in February 
will not bo less than 1,400 tons. The 
Noble Five concentrator Started on Jan- 
uary 20, and is now treating 120 tons a 
day. The management claim to 
have enough ore in sight to keeii 
tliia up for two years witliout 
any further development. The Slo- 
can Star still continues to 
eldp 1,000 tons ft, month on account of its 
contract with the Pueblo smelter. It 
was rejiorted that the lieco would de- 
clare a dividend of $100,000 on I'cbruary 
2. The Goodcnougii sold -12 tons of ore 
last week to the Kootenay Ore Company, 
which recently established a sampling 
works at Kaslo, for $11,000 cash, being at 
the rate of $333 a ton. All the properties 
at the foot of Slocan lake are looking 
well, and numerous transactions are tak- 
ing place weekly. 

" The district is being rapidly extend- 
ed and the Whitewater camOi between 
Kaslo and Sandon, is coming to the 
front. The Whitewater and Wellington 
are both becoming heavy shippers, and 
the bufcinesfl men at Whitewater claim 
that they will have sixteen shippers by 
July 1. The ore runs from $80 to $120 
per ton, and some of the ledges are very 
hirge. The Index also bids fair to bo 
a very largo shipper in the coming 
summer. The north fork of Car- 
penter creek has also taken a new lease 
of life, anil also bids fair to be one of 
the principal camps next summer. Rich 
strikes have been made recently in the 
Phoenix, Cordelia, Dolly Varden and 
Alps. A recent shipment from the Cor- 
delia carried 280 ounces of silver and 
$2.80 gold to the ton. ^ 

" Since the Canadian Pncifichas taken 
over the Columbia and Kootenay boats, 
the International Steam Navigation 
Company is running its boats to 
connect with the Spokane Falls 
it Northern railway. The Can- 
adian Pacific is clearing the right- 
of way for an extension of the railroad 
from Slocan crossing, on the Columbia A 
Kootenay railway, to Slocan City. It is 
also building a fast and commodious boat 
for Slocan lake and another for the 
Arrow lakes. 

" You can form an idea of the growth 
of the district from the fact that the 
Nelson Tribune estimates the population 
of West Kootenay at 16,200. At the last 
ceofup in 1891 it was only a few hun- 
dreds."

PLAN OF CUBAN EEFORSIS 

I'lie Autonomists of Porto Rico Not Satis- 
fied With the Recent Con- 
cessions, 

M.^niiiD, Feb. 4. — ^The Queen Kegent 
to-day signed the plan for the reforms 
in the Island of Cuba. The scheme iu- 
chides numerous and elaborate decrees 
which will occupy several i)ages of the 
oflicial gazette. The full text cannot be 
obtained at present, but it is understood 
the reforms will consist cliielly in the 
creation of an assembly, to be called tlie 
council of administration, composed of 
.'if) niembers, of whom 21 are to be elect- 
ed by the people, six by dillerent cor- 
jiorations and the remainder to be one 
magistrate, one university professor, 
one archbishop and live former senators 
or deputies. 

The council of administration is em- 
powered firstly, to prepare the budget; 
secondly, to examine into the fitness of 
oflicials apjiointed ; thirdly, to make a 
tariir subject to the condition of Spanish 
imports luiviiig ad vantages over general 
tariir. The governor-general will repre- 
sent the government, and will have the 
right to nominate ofliciala, who slioulii 
be Cubans, or Spaniards resident two 
years in Cuba. Nevertheless, he may 
noniiaate high functionaries, sucli as 
iiuigiatratca, prefects, etc. Other de- 
crees concern the organization of provin- 
cial municipalities, wliich will he lib- 
erally representative. The municipal 
councils will be empjwered to elect their 
liresidents, and will have exclusive con- 
trol of public education. 

According to another decree the gov- 
ernment reserves to itself e.Ktraordinary 
power in event of any disturbance of 
public order, and Cuba is to continue to 
elect dejmtifes to the Cortes as at pres- 
ent. Altogether the reforms are much 
broader in decentralization than those 
granted to Porto Kico. The powers of 
the governor-general are much extended, 
while the council of administration is 
fairly representative of all jiarties and 
interests. The Spanish government will 
continue budgets and treaties for the 
colonies. The Spanish products, accord- 
ing to the reform scheme, are to be al- 
lowed a rebate of -10 per cent, of the 
Cuban tarill' compared with other im- 
ports. 

New Youk, Feb. 4. — A special to the 
Herald from San Juan de Porto Kico 
says: The autonomists ot the island 
have issued a manifesto announcing 
strong dissatisfaction at the reforms re- 
cently granted by Spain. I

The majority of 
the settlers realizes tliat eflbrts niust bo 
made to meet these obligations, and no 
fault is found by them, either with the 
law or the manner in whicli it is admin- 
istered. But from the letter to whi«h 
wo liave referred, it is evident that tlierc^ 
ia a email class wliioh, while eeeUiug to 
shirk its just obligations, tries to create 
a talsB impression in regard to the action 
of the Land Department in endeavorinu 
to carry out the law. It iB necessary, 
therefore, to explain the situation and 
to point out that justice to tlie taxpayers 
in general requires, that these delin- 
i|ueuts sliall comply with the reason- 
able conditions which the law imposes 
on them.

ARREAES ON LAND SALEH. 

In tlio last issue of tlio Inland Senti- 
nel, published at Kamloops, there is a 
letter from a settler makinp a bitter per- 
Honal attack on tlie Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Works because that De- 
partnieiii has taken the preliminary 
steps to carry out the provisions of the 
law in reaard to the arrears due to the 
Government on sales of land. As the 
lion. G. B. ilartin represents tlie dis- 
trict in wiiicli till' writer of the letter 
referred to may be supposed to live, it is 
possible that there may be some person- 
al animus connected with the matter. 
We cannot but think so, because it 
would seem to be scarcely possible that 
anyone who lias any knowledge of the 
Land Laws of the Province would write 
a ictj a letter. In regard to some parts 
of it, the letter is so incoherent and dis- 
connected that it is impossible to get at 
the meaning of the writer, referencea to 
loans and mortgages and mortgage com- 
panies being mixed up with comments 
on the Land Laws and strictures on the 
Chief Coinmis"sioner. 

With those who are aware of the pro- 
visions of I lie Land Laws the statements 
contained in tlu' letter will liave no 
weight. Bat aa there are many wlio are 
not in that position, the reckless and in- 
accurate statements in it may convey 
entirely erroneous ideas, botli with re 
gard to tlu' jnovisions of the Land Laws 
and also to the manner in which the 
present Cliief Ooniiuissioner is adminis- 
tering them. The dissemination of such 
iuacctirate statements cannot but do 
harm, since they will foster the belief 
that the Provincial Laws in regard to the 
ncquiaition of land are harsh and unfav 
orable to settlers, whereas, in fact, they 
are exticmely liberal, while in the ad 
nunistralion iif tliein the only fault lias 
been that, in the jiast, the Laud J^epart- 
nient ha.s tieen too indulgent with set- 
tlers wiio were in arrear with their pay- 
ments. 

Tlio actual facta can be briefly stated. 
For years past there have been larj^e 
numbers of pre-emptors and purrhasers 
in arrears with the payments due on the 
hinds taken up or bought by them. .So 
Ifiiiimt had Uiu l.and Department been 
that in some cases, we believe, the pay- 
ments were ten or fifteen years in ar- 
rears. In consequence the amount over- 
dno to the Government had become so 
hui;c that in the session of 1S05 the Leg- 
islature took actiuii in regard to the mut- 
ter. Wliile desiring to allbrd every as. 
siatnnce to tlie settler and make tlie ac- 
quisition of his land as easy aa poasible, 
the Legislature realised that an end had 
to be put to the lax manner in which the 
amounta due on salea of land had been 
collected. In justice to tiiose settlers 
who met their payments punctually, 
and to tlio general ijody of taxpayers 
who are compelled to pay their taxes, it 
was felt by rnembors on botli sides oi 
the House that some definite action must 
be taken in regard to the arrears in the 
payments on land salea wiiicli had accu- 
mulated to such a large amount. 

Altliciigh according to the law under 
which those in arrears had acquired 
1 heir lands, nothing could have been 
taid had the Legislature inBiated 
upon summary steps being taken to col- 
lect the amounlH overdue, nothing of the 



THE ALASKA BOUNDARY. 

Referring to a dispatch from Washing- 
ton to the effect that an agreement was 
being made between the British and 
United States gov^nmenta for a com 
mission to fix the 14l8t meridian, whicli 
forms the boundary between the Terri- 
tory of Yukon and Alaska, a contempor 
ary says that the Americans will never 
consent to accepting any boundary for 
Southeastern Alaska but one drawn 
from the head of Portland Canal, 
ten marine leagues from tlio 
coast of the mainland. If it is 
an open question under the treaty, 
whether the ten leagues are to bo meas- 
ured from the coast of the mainland or 
the outermost rim of the Alaskan archi- 
pelago, the American government will 
be estopped by its contentions under the 
Fisheries treaties from insisting that the 
coast " meana the coast of the contin- 
ent only. It may perhaps be held 
that there is no ambiguity in the 
luiiguago of the treaty of 1825 in this re- 
spect. There is not the slightest occa- 
sion for anyone to indulge in heroics 
over tbi9 queation, which is a mised one 
of law and fact. Probably in the end a 
free interpretation will be given to the 
language of the treaty, and a conven- 
tional boundary be agreed upon that 
will satisfy tlie reasona,l)le claims of 
bath parties. The only important mat- 
ter to be determined now ia the exact 
location of the l-Hat meridian. This ia 
necetaary because a good many people 
are going into the Yukon valley, and 
(luestiona of territorial jurisdiction may 
be expected to ariae continually.

ENGLAND TN AFRICA. 

Cecil llhodes isin lingland. Whether 
or not he will ever be called upon to ex- 
plain his connection and that of the 
chartered Sputh African company with 
the Jameaon raid aeems at least open lo 
doubt. An effort is beinj? made in the 
American press to represent Rhodes as 
defying the imperial government and as 
only very thinly veiling his design to set 
up an independent republic in South 
Africa, but tlic wish ia clearly the father 
to the thought in this inatance. It ia 
very evident, however, that the South 
African question is very far from being 
settled and it is difficult to see how it 
can be with anytliing tshort of liritiah 
suzerainty over the whole regions 
south of the Zambesi; esclusivo 
of German West Africa. This 
would involve the acquisition by Great 
Britain of the Portuguese territory 
which extends from the Irardera of Zulu- 
land north to the vCanibesi and the ex- 
tension of sovereign rights over the Or- 
ange Free State and tlie South African 
republic. It is not impossible that a 
plan for a South African federation 
might be formed, whereby theaetwo in 
dependent 'states would retain their 
autonomy to a limited degree. 

British South Africa now extends 
from the Cape to tlio southern portion of 
Lake Tanganyiki, or through 28 degrees 
of latitude; that is, it forms an area 
something like 2,600 miles in length 
from north to south. British East 
Africa exteuda as far into the in 
terior aa the longitude of Lak 
Tanganyiki, but is separated from 
the lake \iy a ])ortion of German 
East Africa, tiie distance across Ger 
man territory to the lake being about 
200 miles. The Congo Free State also 
borders on the lake, and when it Be- 
comes necessary the British government 
will piobaldy find no insuperable diffi- 
culty in obtaining a right of way from 
its South African domain to its posses 
sions in Kast Africa. Now, liritisli Iviat 
Africa includes in a vague sort of way 
the whole of the Nile valley abov 
point four or five hundred miles higher 
up than Khartoum, and in the course of 
a very few montlis an Egyptian army, 
very largely aidiMl hy a British force, 
will advance up tlie Nile aa tar aa IChar 
touiu. It is hardly likely tlint (ireat 
Kritaiii will coninicr 0(iuatorial Africa 
simply to band it over to Egypt. We may 
expect the forthcoming campaien to re- 
sult in the extension of the British 
aphereof influence from British East 
Africa far enough north to encompass 
Abyssinia and reach the l!ed sea. This 
seems likely to be tlie outcome oi tJio 
operations of JSi)7; wliorobv it will 
come about liiat the British Hag will fly 
over a belt of territory extending from 
the Cape to the Eed sea, with tho ex- 
ception of about 400 miles, where the 
territory of tho Congo Free Stale inter 
veneg. 

The ]iioblem presented I)y West 
Equatorial Africa ia more dillicult. 
France, liy reason of her possession of 
Algeria, claims a belt of territory ex- 
tending across the Sahara to the Upper 
Niger, and would clearly like to extend 
her sovereignty all the way to the Gulf 
of Guinea, on the shore of which she 
already has a small piece of territory, 
But Gireat Britain is on the ground, and 
fortune has favored her so far that in the 
interests of humanity it has been found 
necesaary to reduce a number of the 
native princes to vassalage. An expedi-

KBED TO DEATH, 



riie E.Kiilosion of Fire Crackers ou 
Cormoraat Street Causes a 
Dreadfal Accidant, 



Albert Auld Trampled Under the 
Feet of a Friffhtened Team 
of Horses. 



The privilege which the Chinese have 

had for years of exploding fire crackers 
in celebration of their New Year was 
Ijrought to a sudden atoj) last night by a 
terrible accident by which a lad naineil 
Albert VVadman Auld lost hia life. The 
unfortunate boy was the son of James 
Auld, a carpenter living at 12 King's 
road, who after returning home from 
school yesterday afternoon started down 
to see the fireworks. He was stiinding 
with a number of other people in the 
road ou Cormorant street shortly after 
six o'clock intent upon the scene pre- 
sented by the Chinese festivities, wlien 
suddenly there came a roar of lirecrack- 
ers from a long string in front of liong 
Chong i*i Co. 'a store at -No. 10, followed 
by a startled team of dray horses run- 
ning down the street, scattering the crowd 
of spectators. Young Auld had not time 
to save himself and in a moment was 
down under the horses' feet, and when 
the wagon swept by ho lay there dead, 
blood flowing in a red stream from hia 
head, which had been crushed in. 

The drav, which belongs to Mesara. 
Spratt M'acaulay, had been delivering 
coal a few tloors from Hong Chong'a, 
and ArtemiiB Reeves, the driver, was on 
the hoy: trying to (luiet the spirited 
horses, which fretted and jumped at the 
noise of the fireworks on the street. 
Wlien the big string of crackers went oil' 
close to them it proved too much for the 
frightened animals, and Reeves had all 
he could do to guide them down the 
street, not being able to pull them up 
till Store street was reached. Reeves 
had not noticed that the boy was Struck, 
but seeing the crowd behind him, and 
surmiaing something was wrong, asked 
Mr. Macaulay to go back and see if any- 
thing was the matter, for he was unable 
to leave hia horaes. 

In the meantime Constable Anderson, 
of the city police, who had been close at 
hand, ran to the acene of the accident at 
once, and seeing Auld's/body on the 
ntreet siimmoued Dr. Ffraaer, who arr 
rived verv promptly. His services were, 
howcvcr.'uot needed for the boy waa 
dci'.vl. I'lie lad's face was not nuirked, 
but tiie b;if,k of the head waa badly 
crushed aiJjiaiiMitly by the sharj) caulks 
of the horse siiues, and the ■ci-ound for 
several yards around was spattered with 
blood. The poor lad was canird to the 
morgue and for a little time jupfudv 
knew who the victim waa. Tiie puliee, 
however, found some letters in hi^ 
pocket and ascertained hia name by that 
meana. Then Conatable Anderson had 
the painful task of breaking the news to 
the family, whose distress at the terrible 
fate of poor Albert may bo imagined. 

Reeves, the driver, who is said by hia 
em|)loyer, Mr. Macaulay to be a moat 
careful man with horaes, ia naturally 
gre.itly all'ected by the terrible accident, 
l)nt HLiid that lie could not possibly stoj) 
liis liorses .,lien they cook fright. Tlie 
wliole thing liai)peiied so suddenly that 
noni^ (il tlie spectators seemed to realize 
anything tiU lb'' whole thing was over 
and opinions diU'ered as to whether it 
was the wheels of the dray or a blow

from one of the horse's hoofs that had 
killed the lad. It seems to have been 
the lattercause as the murks in the head 
were apparently made by the shoe caulks 
aa already intimated. 

Mayor Redfern, when news of the 
accident was brought to him, at once 
hurried to the city hall and issued an 
order to the ])olice' to stop the firing of 
crackers. The order was , promptly 
carried out, and to the credit of the 
Chinese hq it said that they expressed 
ibi ir williniinesB to comply immediately 
with the" .'^.'aycJl■'s wishes. Indeed, one 
or two of thi 'leading Chinese said that 
theywoieiii favor of thoChinese Benevo- 
lent Society giving financial assistance 
to the family of the victim if they re- 
(juire it. 

The Chinese, aa has been the custom, 
obtained from Mayor Redfern jierinis- 
sion to set off firecrackers during then- 
new year week, the liours for the lire- 
works being from 5 p.m. to 7 a.m. In 
this the Mayor followed the example set 
by his predecessors. Complaints having 
been made to him, however, on Wednes- 
day by people who were disturbed.in the 
night by the noise, the j\Iayor cut down 
the hours from 6 p.m. to 11 p.m. 

An inquest will be held to-day, wiien 
no doubt the coroner will have the whole 
matter carefully inquired into.

The aim of every member should bo 
to increase the strength of our member 
ship roll. 

Thia can be done iiy each and every 
one of us if we only try ever so little 
Surely each member can or oujjht to be 
able to get at least one new member 
during the year, which would then put 
our association upon the footing that it 
should hold, aay at least 300 strong, and 
by working together slioulder to ahoulder, 
we then could carry, as in the past, 
everything before ua. WJiat tlio asso- 
ciation now needs is an increase in its 
membership roll which must add to its 
ever growing popularity. 

Last year it was found necessary to 
have the club house braced and new 
piles sabstifcnted for some of the old 
ones as it was found after an examina- 
tion made by Mr. Ewart, architect, that 
these were required without any 
further delay, the building be- 
ing founil in a very weak 
condition.

The Canadian - Australian Steamer 
Warrimoo Finds Dlflleulty in En- 
tering the Straits. 



H. M. S. learns Reaches Honnlnlu— 
The Kingston's Repairs— north- 
ern Pacific Liners. 



Full up with cargo, wool, akins, but 
ter, fruit, etc., the Canadian-Australian 
steamship Warrimoo.Capt. W.E. White, 
R.X.R., arrived from the Antipodes at 

o :30 o'clock yesterday afternoon, having 
sailed from Sydney, N.S.W., on the af- 
ternoon of the 13th January. The ship 
could have beaten her time on the voy 
age by about a day had alio found the 
entrance to the Straits readily on Wed- 
ij'^sday night. Fog, however, hung thick 
in the ici^alitv and the steamship spent 
the entire nig'it Reeling around for her 
course. Purser i .""ng. in his memor- 
andum of the trip, rep.'^'tB t^^e ship 
" experienced light to moC«™"» ^''""s 
to Mount Washington, which wa." paseea 
on the 19th January at 2 a.m., arri\'.'Up 
atSuva, Fiji, at 7:45 a.m. the same day. 
She left again at 2 p.m. and met with 
light 3.E. winds through the Fiji group, 
which was cleared at -1 a.m. the follow- 
ing morning. The vessel passed Alofa 
island at 5 p.m. and (^xi)brienced mod- 
erate S.E. trades to 8° south latitude— 
thence to 2° N. had strong winds, 
squally weather and heavy rains. 
The equator was crossed on January 22 
at 6 p.m., and the R..V1.S. Miowera was 
passed the following day. Light winds 
and calms with fine clear weather con- 
tinued to arrival at Honolulu on Janu- 
ary 27 at 8 a.m. Leaving again at 10 
p.m. the same day the ship experienced 
strouE S.W. and W. galea and high seas 
to 37° N., 13G° W,, after which moder- 
ate southerly winds and fog to Tatoosh, 
which was i)assed at 10 a.m. on the -Uh 
inst. There was about 50 tons of the 
ship's cargo landed here, the most in- 
teresting consignment being the com- 
paratively large shipment of Australian 
butter. This commodity i8_ now pro- 
duced in immense quantities m the 
South and several producers are now 
looking to this part of the world in 
hopes of discovering a lucrative business. 
The 'Warrimoo brought a very small 
complement of passengers, the most 
prominent being Mr. J. MoWilHam, the 
manager of the bii: Spokane flour mills, 
who has been touring the world and who 
it is said has an eye to business in Aus- 
Iralia. Mrs. Keid, another passenger, ia 
a 'roronto lady who has been visiting 
friends in Sy(iney and Melbourne. Miss 
Beach, a third arrival, is on her way to 
England from Suva. Tliu other voyagers 
aboard were A. C. Campbell, J. Wilson, 
J. Bailey, A. Morrison, M. Powell, A. 
Goldsch'midt and F. J. Goldschmidt. 

" KINGSTON " OKI' Till: OOCIC. 

Steamer City of Kingston came oil' the 
dry dock in Tacoma on Wednesday. She 
is now at the Northern Pacific dock at 
that port, where repairs to her boilers 
and machinery will bo completed. A 
now pumj) will be put in and 200 new 
tubes will replace tliQ old ones 
in her hoilejH, While on the 
dock she received a new [jrojiei- 
ler and three new ])lateB on the 
starboard side of her hull at the water 
line.

MUNICIPAL EXPENSES. 

To THE Editor: — One ot the first? 

things the Jlayor and council should 
look carefully into is the number of per- 
sons employed in tho did'eront branches 
of city work; find out what extrava- 
gance has crept in through back-door 
influence, aiul where economy can bo 
practi.sed, compatible with eificiency. 

I will allude briefly to tho water ays- 
tein and its dams. The contract made 
for the new filter beds was very incom- 
plete. After the expenditure of thous- 
anda of dollars in excavating, and re- 
moving a large body of mud, peat and 
slime, no provision apparently was 
made to prevent the sides of the excava- 
tion caving in and a lot of mud getting 
into the filter bed. We have a Water 
Commissioner. What does he do? Is he 
necessary? Does he practice economy in 
working the system? Is it not a fact 
that in " taking the metres" one man 
performs the arduous duty of oi)ening 
tho top of the metre, another man — a 
higher swell — takes tlu; readings, marks 
them down and hands it to the Col- 
lector? The queation Ik, why does the 
Commi.-sioner allow thia? la it necea- 
eary? Why cannot tlie man who opens 
the metre take tho reading ami liand it 
to the Collector? Clearly this should be 
looked into, and remedied. 

EcONpMY. 

The only case of any general interest 
in the County court yesterday was that 
of Murdock v. Walkley, King 
Casey, which was tried by .Judge Harri- 
son, .lohn JIurdock, who waa a book- 
keeper for the defendanta during the 
progress of the waterworks improve- 
nienta at Beaver hdco hist year, Ijrought 
duit for $21L', which he claimed as bal- 
ance of wages due. Tlie defendants on 
the other hand argued that tho work on 
which plaintiff was engaged really ter- 
minated in August and they counter- 
claimed for $()7, on the ground that 
plaintiff in making up tho accounts cred- 
ited himself with JfCO a month and only 
deducted from it the meals he had ac- 
tually eaten at the camp boarding house 
instead of deducting $20 a month, which 
was, defendants said, the amount agreed 
that they should charge for board, .liidge 
Harrison held that plaintifPs claim was 
good to the amount of $12 only, and 
allowed defendants the amount of their 
crmnter claim. Mr. L. Crnase for plain- 
tifl ; Mr. P. Irving for defendanta.

Pi-«sident Krnsrer Talks— Disturb- 
<ineeB in JoLaunesburg— Dis- 
connt Kate Bednced. 



London, Feb, 4. — A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Bombay says that the 
better claseea among the people of India 
are beginning to feel the pinch of famine. 
Many are selling furniture and orna- 
ments at ruinous prices and the prevail- 
ing distress is terrible keen. In the Dec- 
can district even the farmers are apply- 
plying to the government for aid. People 
of lower caste, it is asserted, are at the 
present time living oa the "fat of the 
land." The explanation is made that 
they are gorging themselves upon the 
carcases of cattle which are dyinp by the 
thousands. According to official re- 
t irns 5,008 cases of plague and 3,811 
ileatha have occurred in Bombay up to 
date. 

President Kruger boinf? interviewed at 
Pretoria on tlie subject of tlie sijeecli of 
•losepli Ciiaiuberlain, secretary of state 
for tlie colonies, in the House of Com- 
mons on Fridaj', during which Mr. 
Chaniberhiin said among other things 
tliat there had been a revival of unrest 
in South Alricn ; that recent legislation 
of the Transvaal Kepublie was partly 
CQJitrary to tlio convention of London, 
and that Pieaident Ivruger had not kept 
his promise to give full and favorable 
consideration to the grievances of the 
Uitlanders. President Kruger is quoted 
as saying: 

"I strongly disprove of intermixing 
the so-called tJitlanders' grievances with 
the Chartered Company's freebooting 
invasion of tlie Transvaal. The latter 
admits of no whitewashing, and no local 
causes justified such a criminal raid. I 
have always used and am still uaine all 
my inliuenue to diminish race hatred, 
bi\t recent utterances on the other side 
are adding fuel to the lire.'' 

The Globe says this afternoon a rumor 
is current in the city that serious dis- 
turbances have taken place in Johannes- 
burg. 

Senator Wolcott, of Colorado, who is 
visiting Europe in the interests of bi- 
metallism, had an interview yesterday 
with Premier Meline. The correspond- 
ent of the Associated PreES here learns 
on authority that the interviews which 
be has so tar had have been without the 
result hoped for by the senator. The 
Intter's interview with President 
Paure on Sunday wrv short and 
formal and did not lead to en- 
couragement or promise whatever. M. 
Loubet, president of the senate, in an 
interview with Senator "Wolcott, seems 
to have been entliusiastic. On the 
other hand, M. IVIeline was guarded. 
He ia reported to have said that however 
favoi able Prance might be to the ob- 
ject sought, nothing could be done un- 
iess the consent of England and Ger- 
many was previously obtained. In ofH- 
cial iiuartera little confidence is felt of 
the ultimate success of Senator Wol- 

■ cotl'fl mission, although the Senator 

■ seems to be sanguine of England taking 
part in the bimetallic movement. 

The government of Guatemala denies 
the rumor that has been generally cir- 
culated to the eirect that the opening of 
the Central American exposition had 
been postponed. It says: "False ru- 
jnora having been spread that the open- 
ing of the Centra! American exposition 
had been postponed. Tlie exposition 
will witliout fail open on its original 
date, namely, Marcli 15 prox." 

A dispatch to the Times from Volco- 
liama announces that the British minis- 
ter to Japan, Sir E. M, Satow, baa com- 
]nuted the death sentence of Mrs. Ca- 
rew, charged with causing the death of 
her husband, Jlr. Walter Raymond Ilal- 
lowell Carew, secretary of the Yokohama 
United Club, to a sentence of imprison- 
ment for life. 

Tlie shipyards of the Fairfield Ship- 
building Company, at Gavan, near Glas- 
gow, have been burned to the ground. 
The damages are estimated at £50,000. 
Four thousand people have been thrown 
out of employment. 

The Bank of England has reduced the 
rate of discount from 3,^' percent, to 3 
per, cent.

CROW'S NEST PASS RAILWAY. 

The Toronto " Telegram " Says it -Will Not 
Be Built by the C. P. R.-Probably 
a Government Road. 

ToRoxTO, Feb. 4. — The Telegram this 

afternoon says : " Wliile no oflicial an- 
nouncement has been made it is certain 
that the Crow's Nest railway will not be 
built by the Canadian Pacific Railway 
company. Plon. A. G. Blair, minister 
of railways in the Laarier cabinet, baa 
been looking into the Crow's Nest ques- 
tion and has come to the conclusion that 
the government had better build the 
line. 

The object o£ Mr. Blair is to secure for 
Canadians the benefit of a competing 
line to the Pacific Coast, and it is fair to 
the West that this initial step should be 
made. At lirat, for a few years, perhaps, 
the Crow's Nest railway, fin built by the 
ijovernment, will benofitonly tlie district 
which it i.^ built to benelit, but after the 
arrival of the expected jirosperity that 
Canada is to have, it ia to he extended to 
Lethbridge and then connect with James 
Bay. Thus. Canada will have the lien^- 
fit of a competing train to the Pacific 
Slope, for it is understood tliat the min- 
ister is of the opinion that much good 
will be done by allowing the Grand 
Trunk to secure running privileges over 
the line. 

" Although it seems a roundabout way 
to reach the Pacific coast, a (jlance at the 
map shows that via the Grand Trunk, 
James Bay, Lethbridge and the Pacifiu 
route freight would not be more than 
twenty-four hours longer in transit, 
whilt; passenger trains might ran on an 
eciuality of time -Nvith the Canadian Pa- 
cilic service. Mr. Blair has another idea, 
and one that will be carried out. The 
Intercolonial railway, whose western 
terminus now ia Levis, is to lie given 
rnnnin<; privileges on the Grand Trunk 
as far asJMontreal. llereaiiain, Mr. lihiir 
proposes to go against the Canadian 
Pacific.

HE>'RY CLEWS' CIRCULAR. 

A More PioirisinK Outlook, Which Bids Fair 
to Extcntl. 

In his circular, dated Wall street, New 
York, January 30, Henry Clewa says: 
In Wall Street allairs continue to move 
on conservatively, not by leaps and 
bounds but rather by nps and downs, 
yet the strength of undertone and the 
readiness to buy on any slight conces- 
sions of jjrice aro well maintained. It 
had been expected that, in view of the 
Bank of England rate being l)a per cent 
above the open mifrket rate, the bank 
would reduce its rate Thursday; but the 
f.ict that it kept it at S}4 per cent seems 
to imply that the managers desire to 
prevent the export of gold and 
to create a rate which would encour- 
age loans by New York to London. 
A few days more will develop tho situa- 
tion more fully in the meantime, the 
course of our foreign trade shows little 
1 tendency towards any reaction iiom tln^ 
1 large surplus of exports over iinjiorts 
which has prevailed for the last live 
months. On tlie contrary, the imjjort.s 
at New York for the tirijt lhre(i weeks nl 
this month amounted to only ^'.iS,uOU,OUO 
against $42,300,000 for the same jieriod 
Ot 1896, showing a decline of oli per cent. ; 
and the movement at thia jiort is gener- 
ally proportioned to that at others. 

In general busitiess, though tlK'ro ia 
no active boom such aa some have un- 
reasonably expected, yet there is a fair 
aggregate of transactions. After such a 
jirofound shock as tho country ex i)eri- 
1 enced last year, there is, hosvever, a 
I remnant of caution which induces a 
hand-to-mouth iiictlioil of buying 
that ])r()(luccH some (lisanpoiiit- 
niciit among fielk-ra, although the 
j aggregate of t.-ausactioiis ia nn- 
jdoubtedly larger than their im))re3- 
! sioiis lead them to aiippo."e. Another 
fact tending to tho interrui)tion of busi- 
ness lies in the breaking up of inany of 
the smaller "combines," which is pro- 
ducing mucli irregularity in prices of 
quite a wide range of articles. Upon the 
whole, however, the volume of business 
being done shows a steady improvement, 
which promises to gradually extend as 
the various forms of derangement in- 
herited from the laatthree years of dis- 
trust aro removed. , 

Tho current agitation of th(! taxation 
question is exciting inucli interest 
among tliC invi'sting classes, and evokes 
general dissent. An invidious, oxces- 
aivo atato tax on the rich would simply 
result in driving that class out of the 
state ; and, even worse, it would drive 
tho thrifty, after they liad accumulated 
a fortune, out of tho country. This 
country would then, sooneror later, suller 
as"01d Ireland" now does from absentee- 
ism. The rich always keep their money 
invested and hence iu circulation all tho 
time. The more extravagance amongst 
tile lich the better it is for the trades 
people and their army of employes. The 
rich become leas',. rich. tb'eceby and the 
poor the better off. Therei.is no better 
method than this to distribute wealth. 
The rich are not to be feared in this 
country by tho poor, as the entailing of 
estates is prohibited and all property ia 
alwa^y I in the olianaetB of tsommerce. '

STATE HOUSE JiURNEU, 

Fennsylvani.a's Cnpitol Totally Destroyed by 
Fire— Iiniuensc Lobs. 

n.\i:Hisijrji(;, Pa., Feb. -1. — The reiin- 
sylvania state c;ipitol was destroyeil by 
lire on Tuesday afternoon. The legislative 
halls are in ruins, and a new. structure 
must rise from the adhes of the struc- 
ture that has served as a meeting place 
of tho state legislature since 1S22. The 
liames within the short space of an 
liour ate uj) .'Jl ,,')00,0()0 worth of proiierty. 

The house was in se?aion ami the sen- 
ate was about to convene after recesa. It 
was about 1 o'clock when the flames 
were discovered. The members were 
not mindful of it until the great clouds 
rolled by the the window.

Desks 
were being jerked looao and carried out 
Tlie same work was'goingon iu the liouae 
chamber. Out in tho grounds great 
crowds quickly gatliercd. The flames 
were then ahooling out of tho roof over 
the lieutenant-governor's chamber, 
where the fire originated. 

The fire department was slow to ar- 
rive. Soon there was a fire in every 
portion of the building. For a time it 
looked as though the adjoining depart- 
ment' buildings would 'be destroyed, 
biit a shifting wind saved them. 

The records were saved". The contrac- 
tor for the improvements in progreea 
held an insurance of $70,000, his con- 
tract not being finished. There is not 
much over ,$100,000 insurance on the 
building and contents.
